If annexed, North Palo Alto would 
be extended full police protection, 
traffic control and would share in 
present civic enterprises and future 
improvements. 

Bonde, whose home is at 183 Wil- 
low road, said the area in question 
extends from Middlefield road to 
Bayshore highway and from the 
southern limits of Menlo Park to 
Woodland and Menalto avenues. 

Recalling that a similar program 
two years ago met with strong pop- 
ular opposition, Bonde said he had 
noted a shift in sentiment toward 
favoring annexation. 

A canvas of the area to give a 
true picture of public opinion has 
not yet been undertaken, he added. 

Benefits would include better po- 
lice protection, traffic control and 
an opportunity to participate in local 
government, Bonde said, “insuring 
better government and more im- 
provements in the area than now 
available under the county.”

City’s Revised 
Master Plan 
Up for Rehearing 


The city’s revised master plan was 
returned for rehearing to the Menlo 
Park planning commission Monday 
night at a meeting which also saw 
a request for permission to construct 
a highway advertising sign in Belle 
Haven turned down by the board. 

Hearing on the master plan was 
set for Sept. 11. 

The plan, originally drawn up and 
heard before the planning board, 
was sent to the city council for some 
modification and approval. 

OKAY PARKING 

The council, after a public hear- 
ing July 11, recommended that pro- 
posals for an alleyway between El 
Camino Real and an Antonio street, 
for relocating a walkway from Roble 
avenue to Nealon park and for in- 
clusion of a series of parking alleys 
between Santa Cruz avenue and 
Menlo avenue be adopted as parts of 
the plan. 

Request for permission to con- 
struct a highway advertising sign 
on the east side of Bayshore high- 
way north of Del Norte avenue was 
made by the West Coast Advertising 
company, represented by Walter 
Henderson, He was supported by 
Fred Gutt, resident at Ringwood 
avenue and Bayshore highway and 
owner of the proposed site for the 
sign. 

HEAR PROTESTS 

Protests against the sign were reg- 
istered in a letter from R. W. Hutch- 
inson and by five members of -the 
audience. 

Henderson and Gutt contended 
that an advertising sign of the type 
proposed was not out of keeping 
with the general nature of the area, 
that existing dwellings were at suf- 
ficient distance from the site to 
allow its construction and that the 
site, in a commercial zone pending’ 
construction of the Bayshore free- 
way, should be put to profitable use. 

Opponents contended that the sign 
would be a hazard to public safety 
in that its purpose would be to de-

A new public hearing on rent decontrol was called for 8 p.m. Aug. 


22 by the Menlo Park city council Tuesday night after Mayor Charles 
'P. Burgess and City Attorney James T. O’Keefe Jr. took a few verbal 


swipes at Housing Expediter Tighe Woods’ refusal to remove ceilings. 

The hearing will be held in city council chambers and, discussion 
indicated, will be streamlined with the idea of getting a new resolution 
for decontrol into Woods’ hands as soon as possible: 


Council received a letter from 


Menlo Park-Atherton Board of 
Realtors, offering to submit data at 
another hearing and asserting the 
housing situation has eased since a 
vacancy survey was made by the 
fair rent. committe last August. 


TO AVOID DELAY 

Discussion indicated councilmen 
feel decontrol Still is justified and 
that action should be taken speedily. 
in complying with Woods’ edict that 
another hearing and resolution will 
be necessary. Last week, he rejected 
a resolution based on last Novem- 
ber’s public hearing. 


Mayor Burgess described Woods’ 
action as “entirely arbitrary” and 
took issue with Woods’ stand that 10 
days was a reasonable time for Gov. 
Warren to act on the original reso- 
lution, Warren did not act, and re- 
turned the resolution to the council 
“without prejudice” when his juris- 
diction ended July 1. 


“I feel the intent of the new rent 
control act is to make it simpler, not 
more difficult, to decontrol,’’ Mayor 
Burgess asserted, 


SAME EVIDENCE 

O’Keefe advised council that the 
record of the Aug. 22 hearing should 
show that evidence received at the 
November hearing “would apply 
now” in a decontrol request. 


He also said there appears to be 
no legal requirement to retain a 
court reporter to make a transcript 
of the new hearing. 


“T doubt if such a transcript would 
be read in Washington anyhow,” he 
remarked. 


RAPS EXPEDITER 

O’Keefe said he did “not know 
what kind of a reception we will get 
in Washington” with a new resolu- 
tion and added he had “about given 
up” as to Woods’ following the ap- 
parent requirements of the new fed- 
eral law.

The recent extension of the se- 
lective service Act of 1948 made no 
change in the reemployment pro- 
visions of that act except to leng- 
then eligibility to persons entering

Gets a Break | 


the right kind of talk, just the right 
kind of author, to whet interest in 
her new book, JOHN ADAMS AND 
THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
CRITICS APPROVE 

It’s been out a few weeks now, a 
book club choice, and has had the 
expected critical approval. Miss Bo- 
wen couldn’t write an uninteresting 
book and she is honest about re- 
search, never stinting time and ef- 
fort.

But some readers have looked 

it over, deciding that they weren’t 
so bored after all, and a few I know 

have decided to read some of those 

books to see what their own age and 

experience may lend to the work. 

Not the most propitious time for 

Macmillans to bring out VALIANT 
PILGRIM, a biography of John 
Bunyan, by Vera Brittain... since 
more people seem to have been 
bored by PILGRIM’S PROGRESS 
than anything else. 

But Miss Brittain has long been 
one of my favorite English auth- 
ors...and I’ve done some reading on 
John, too. He was quite a lad ..and 
this book may be something, too! 
VICIOUS SYSTEM 


My experience as an English jj 


teacher (before and after my own 
children grew up) leads me to believe 


that many classics are offered to} 


young people at too early an age. 
Some of them are very badly pre- 
sented...and that’s not always the 
teacher’s fault. 

We've long had a vicious system 
of dissecting all the pleasure out of 
literature in school; we’ve had out- 
lines and syllabi and questions to 
answer. 

In my second incarnation as an 
English lit teacher, during the last 
war, I let the pupils read the story 

..as a story...first, dissected lat- 
er, relating the discussion to modern 
life. For instance, I taught MAC- 
BETH as a “who dun it”; it has all
